"Amongst the mombors' of the locid 
Hon^b are many upriRht and bouorablo 
meu, aud wo fool sure tlmt they will not 
ilisiippoint public expoctatiou by giving 
tlio eouuteuauco of their charaotor and 
fiur uamo to tho low and dibhoneat arti- 
fices already praoticod by the Elliott 
Miriiatiry." .' 'i,. , >• , ■ 

Where is the evidence to -show that 
"low" or "dishonest" is properly np- 
Ijliod? Tho majority of the i^eoplo by 
their represGutativoa support the El- 
liott Ministry, aud are insulted by this 
audacious slanderer. Alarmed by tho 
incapacity aud estravagdnco of tbo 
late ministry the people decided by 
their votes that it was' necessary to do 
justice to themselves-. The "Standard" 
says.it was a crime, and permits a scrib- 
bler, hired by the fallen ministry or

Aiuorica is now using paper, and 
Viill by and by, when a return to specie 
jDiiymeuts has been decided on, use^ 
paper and gold— any silver wanted, 
moreover, being supplied by her own 
muios, and not counted in the export 
■^aHd there is no reason to suppose 
that the demand for purposes other 
than coinage will greatly or rapidly 
increase. Tho increase of wealth 
creates a .certain demand for silver 

tho immenso improvements in plating, 
by tho use of gold instead of 
silver for many articles, and by tho 
superior artistic usofulnvsa of gilt- 
brouzo and gilt-aluminiu'm. The lia- 
bility of silver to ' tarnish is a draw- 
back to its u9e in the attf*. and 'sO rioh 
hdla the civilized world become, that 
few persons accumulate silver as a trea- 
sure. A thousand pounds' worth of 
silver nricles want a room to them- 
selves, and of course the tendency to 
make.^eat articles in silver — baths, 
an'd' fiintii,' and so on — diminishes with 
tho percei^tion of their declining value. 
The bulk of the silver produced must 
go to Asia, and unless the need of in- 
ternal ourrency extends there — which 
muat be a slow process, as the tend- 
ency in India ia to uso cheques, hoon- 
dces, or native bills of exchange, and 
bank notes — the supply must ultimate- 
ly excocd tho doiuaiid, till the i^rico of 
silver is continually forced down. The 
process may be yety slow, but we con- 
fess we see ho certain limit is very far 
away. A well-informed correspondent 
of the London 'Times' affirms tlmt 
half the present price will pay the Ne- 
vada rainor.s well, and Nevada is only 
one of the silver-bearing territories 
which Apaerioan, enteifpidse, will open 
up. They will have Sonora and Lower 
Califoruia, both argentiferous provinoes, 
in a few years, whilo it is probable 
that tho old argentiferous countries, 
like Peru, halve- never bieen abfentifical 
ly 'exploites,'' -Messrs. 'Mocatta & Co. 
report that they are already soiling 
silver at 52id. an ounce, or 12 per 
cent, under the old 'normal' price il 
5a. an ounce, which it attained Si> .ute 
as 1872, and quite 10 per cent, under 
prices known since 1860, ^nd they ex- 
Ipect a farther and a ^navy fall. What, 
indeed, is to arrest ii, except an unex- 
pected development of the need for 
coinage in India and China ? If it 
goes on, tho sulYering among those 
interested will be most severe. Already 
incomes in India have lost one-third 
of ' t^eir.valae froin a rise in prices.dr.e 
in pslrt-^tbough". Of course, only in 
part—to. the fall in silver. Already 
the losses of the Government of India 
in remitting the money needed at 
homo for their expenses, for interest 
on the Home Debt, and for the pay- 
laent of railway dividends,'- ekceed a 
million a year, till we suspect they 
will before long be obliged to • reduce 
seriously tho official rate at which 
i)eiisious aud so on are calculated; and 
already Anglo-Indians who receive 
, remittances irpm property - or ^ profits 
on f udian silver consols feel as if their 
remittances were docked 12 per cent. 
— that is, subjected to an income tax 
of more than two shillings in the 
pound.— S.rF« 'News Lector.'
